- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative pointed out that amended claims 2 and 7 
included deletions to avoid redundancy and that the means for arbitrarily preventing an automatic activation of the 
parking brake when activation would otherwise occur is the electronic authorization verification device being inserted 
by the user into the holding shaft as recited in the last 5 lines of the claims. Examiner agrees with Applicant's 
statements and agrees that, contrary to the advisory action mailed 2/2/04, the amendments to claims 2 and 7 filed 
12/23/03 are to be entered as they place the claims in condition for allowance since claim 2 has been amended to 
include the limitations of allowable claim 4 and claim 7 has been amended to include the limitations of allowable claim 
9. Although the amendments to claims 3 and 8 are allowable by virtue of their dependence on allowable claims 2 and 
7, respectively, Examiner pointed out that the amendments raise a new drawing objection. Claims 3 and 8 recite that 
the electronic control unit further comprises a key button. Since claims 3 and 8 depend from claims 2 and 7, 
respectively, which claim that the control unit includes a holding shaft, Examiner notes that claims 3 and 8 claim an 
embodiment including both a key button and a holding shaft which is not currently shown in the drawings. In the 
orginally filed claims and on pg. 4 of the remarks filed 12/10/02 Applicant made a distinction between an embodiment 
including a key button and an embodiment including a holding shaft, therefore, Examiner required that separate 
embodiments be drawn. Now that the combination of the embodiments is being claimed, it is noted that a new 
embodiment must be shown. Examiner recognizes that support for an embodiment combining both the key button and 
the holding shaft is found in the originally filed figure 1 . The case is in condition for allowance with the exception of the 
formal matter regarding the new embodiment drawing and a corresponding change to the specification . 
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
